RECIPROCITY. 

Auioug iho many beuefits that arc likely 
to acoTUB in a commercial way from the 
termination of the Araericun war, will bo 
we anticipate, tbe renewal ol the Canadian- 
Reciprocity Treaty, The uutagonism dis- 
played agaiost the measure by many of th? 
members of Congress dtsriog the late aesaiun 
at Washington wits duo principally to the 
fact that the British North American Pro- 
vinces had become the harbor of reluyo lor 
the greatest enemies of the Republic, and 
no insignificant portion of the colonists 
themselves had shown strong sympathies for 
the cause of the South. In the middle of 
such a ponvulsion it was only natural for tbe 
Northern mind to become exasperated at 
what it conceived to be a goneral feeling in 
fnvcr of tho unomies of tbo Union, and 
in the exoitement of the moment to bo 
led into tbe belief that tho Southorn sympa- 
thisers, who were always tbo loudest in lulk 
and most energetic in action, formed tho ma- 
jority of the North American colonists. Now 
that tho war, with all its distorting lenses, 
is over, things will assume their natural 
aspect. The exertions of the oolonial Gov- 
ernments to maintain in their trying position 
a strict neutrality between the belligerents, 
will be better appreciated, and the really 
•warm feeling that existod among tho great 
bulk ol tbo population for tho Northern can e 
Will be more readily perceived. Indepen- 
dent, however, of all this, tbore is something 
io tho termination of an expensivo aud 
internecine struggle that leads tbe vic- 
torious to a feeling of buoyancy and relief, 
and we bavo no doubt when Iho subject ol 
reciprocity is ngain brought up iu either tbo 
Senato or the IIouso of representatives, a 
very different loeling will be exhibited by 
many of those who spoke so recently again .t 
the continuance of tho treaty. While tbo 
war was progressing, commerce was so ruth- 
lessly thrown out of her normal clmunol that 
it made little difference in tho American 
mind whether tbo trade with Cauada was in- 
creased a few million dollars or diminished, 
and when we couple with this tho obnoxiou- 
passport system that interfered so materially 
with commercial interests botweou the iwd 
countries, wo can well understand how help-, 
less wero the efforts recently mado by the 
friends of loeiprocity in the States. 

However unsatisfactory may have been 
the result of tbo American debates on 
tho Treaty, to tbe people of Canada, we i:i 
Vancouver Island have no reason to be other 
than satisfied. Had the Treaty been renewed 
in the ordinary manner, tbo Pacific colonies 
would have had no share iu tbe beuelits, and 
we should have boon obliged to agitate tho 
question ou ibis coast, and with the mother 
country, for many years to come, without any 
very deDnito result. As it is, tbe delay- 
will oDord us nn opportunity of laying otir 
claims to bo included in the Treaty bofu:o 
both the contracting powers. No time, how- 
ever, must be lost. Tbe next eossion of the 
American Congress will likely 6ottlo tie' 
question one way or other ; but wo think 
there is every probability of tbe treaty beirig 
renewed. The people of tho United States 
are essentially a commercial people, aud now 
that peace has dawned upen thorn onco more 
they aro not likely to give up any chance 
of extending their commercial relations. 
They know tbo beneficial eflects to both 
Canada and the States of tho Reciprocity 
Treaty. As an index of its effects on the 
trado of the latter country we have only in 
allude to the two years which preceded, mid 
the two yeats which followed tho consum- 
mation of tho Treaty. In 1852 and jii 
the exports from Iho United States and 
Canada wero S23, G00,090, wnile in I860 
and '67 they were 553,300,000 or con- 
siderable over double tho amount. The 
imports to tho United States duriug Iho fir-u 
period were 813,000,000, while in the latter 
they had more than trebled/having increased 
to $44,400,000. Here wo have, in a few 
years, under tbo stimulating effects of reci- 
procity, a trado between two countries 
increasing tbreo hundred per cent. With 
such an example before us, is it not tbe duty 
of every publio man both in Vancouver 
Island and Iiritisb Columbia, to use bis ut- 
most endeavors towards obtaining the true 
free trado — tbe reciprocity in commerce— 
botween those colonies and tbo neighboring 
Republic? So far as wo are concerned, we 
are pretty well convinced the people of 
Washington Territory will do their 
best to bring such a measuro about. 
Every additional impost that wo shall be 
obliged to lay on tbo produco of our inigh- 
bors will maka them more and more anxious 
for reciprocal relations. Wo hopo, however, 
tho Governments of both colonies wid bestir 
themselves in the important matter while 
tbero is yet time, If tbe present year \-> 
allowed to slip away without tbo necessary 
exertions being made, our prospect for the 
next ton years of coming within tbo range of 
the Treaty will bo slim indeed, What is to 
be done Bhould bo done now. Iloth Governor 
Kennedy and Seymour should ■ give then 
utmost attention to a scheme thatis destino) 
if carried out to multiply tbo trade aud com- 
merce of these colonies boyond the ideas 
even of Iho noat Bangui no.

Bo.utu ok Education— The Board mat 
yesterday ut threo o'clock in the Government 
Buildings ; Dr. Tolmie occupied the obair, 
and all the mombers wore present, .Mr. 
Waddington, tho Superintendent, laid beforo 
the Board a report on School matters at 
Nanaimo, which town he visited officially 
last week. The report stated that theie 
were 120 children of school ago in Nanaimo, 
and that the present school house, which is 
a miscrablo building, can only accommodate 
30 scbolais. The Superintendent recom- 
mends that a new school house bo immedia- 
tely built, at a probable cost of $2500 or 
$3000 The Vancouver Coal Company have 
liberally ollorcd a suitable sito, on condition 
that a school house be forthwith erectod. 
The people of Nanaimo aro extromely anx« 
ious to have the Superintendent's suggestion 
carried out, and oiler to subscribe funds lo 
assist in tho buildim;. A communication 
from Saanich was laid before tho Board, 
making the very liberal ollur ot fivo acres of 
land for a school site, and also olleiing to 
put up a bchuol bouse if the Board would 
supply them with a leacher. As there are, 
however, only six children within six inilos 
of the proposed site, iho board doubted 
whether they could comply with the request 
at present, but an effort will probably be 
made to send 'a teacher for a portion of the 
time. The Board deoided that no pupils 
shall be received at the public schools ot the 
colony below six or above 18 years of age.

How many thousands are there 
who rush to the suburbs io live, because, lor- 
sootli, they c.innol oblain such a houso as 
they want, at such a rent us lliey regard rea- 
sonable. They will go three and four miles 
out by street cars, in Brooklyn, Jersey, etc., 
and pay 5500 rent, rather than take a nicely 
situated house in iho city, supplied with nil 
conveniences, at $700. Now, let us seo how 
much economy there is in this. The riding 
will cost $150 pLr annum, that makes it at 
once $0i>u. Tti*n all groceries in bin neigh- 
borhood are from 50 lo 100 per cent, higher, 
making his living at lonst 8200 per annum 
higher, increasing bis rent to $850. Then 
the loss of opportunities to secure dry goods 
adds another increase ol at least $100, mak- 
ing Ilia rent !?1,000. A friend of mine bought 
a summer hat tho other day lor 25 cents, an- 
mhor friend, who lives in tho suburbs, paid 
$2 50 for the same kind of bat, There was 
$2 25 lost, Another Iriond pays SI 25 for 
tea, which is fur superior lo what iny subur- 
ban friend pays straight along $2 lor. Now 
these " bargains" are lo bo met with in the 
city every day — they aro so thick, in fool, 
that ono stumbles ovor anil into them— -pro- 
vided one occupies a house in town. 

But if be lives in the suburbs, ho is iu al- 
ways too much of a hurry to got to bis busi- 
ness, and too much ola hurry in the evening 
to got borne lo lake advantage of them. In 
the m ruing, while he is gobbling down his ( 
break last " io catch Ihe next car," his wifo j 
asks him what he will have lor dinner- He 
responds, with a hot poialoe in his mouih, I 
" Oh ! anything, anything. l<<'t me catch 
the next car." The poor woman oan'i go lo 
market — too lar off— all choice cuts gone 
bolore she could ^'et there — so she is obliged 
logo in the corner grocery, get Ihe best it

sample. As to conveniences iu the house — 
perhaps Ihe watei and gas are in, and per- 
haps not II Ihe water is Dot ou tho p 
mises, it is, however, never more Ihan two 
or three blocks off, and cun bo brought in 
pails, and lie can bring a portion of it whou 
ho has time. Yul economy must govern 
either case. If a man is not economical, his 
expendituios soou eat up his income whether 
ho lives inside or outside the oily limits.

OnEsiTY— Probably thero is no country in 
the world, except China, where man has so 
great a disposition to fatten aB in England. 
On consulting several old people, whoso re- 
collection extends back to sixty years, 1 am 
led to bolievo that obesity is not so common 
as it was 00 years ago, especially among 
farmers and agriculturists. This may readily 
be accounted lor by the greater abstinence 
and sobriety now existing. Among Euro- 
peans— indeed the remark will apply to tho 
human race generally in nearly all parts of 
the world— lliosa who lead indolent and se- 
dentary lives, who eat much and do little, are 
often, after a certain age, inclined to obesity. 
On tho contrary, tho hard workers in Iho hu- 
man hive, as Ihe agricultural laborers, whoso 
muscles ore well exercised, are seldom oor- 
pulent. In the Uuitod State< of An urica u 
fal person is rarely Been, although many lead 
luxurious und inactive lives- Trollopo, ill 
his lalo work on the United Stales, says that 
" an Englishman "who has a tendency to 
obesity, loses it afler being a short time in 
that part of America. It is difficult to ac- 
count for this ; but climate, excessive 
smoking, and chewing tobacco, are probably 
important causes. In the Camillas 1 am in- 
formed that the tendency to accumulate fat 
is even giealor than in the Slates." — Dr. 
Edward Crisp, in his Journal of ihe Ihih 
and West of England Society,
